The measure was 
marked as being introduced "by re- 
quest." «nd provides that the mana- 
gers of the prison may advertise for 
the leasing of any number of prisoners 
at mannfoctiirinjr occupations for a 
term of not more than a year. T'nder 
the old contract labor law. repealed. 
these contracts were for five years. 


A test of strength upon the general 


employers' bill, now pending upon the
